PARIS, Oct. 11.—The Paris pepers, irrti- 
tated by the threatening tone of the London 
press, indulge in violent language about 
England. But the city at large ig less occu- 
pied with the Fashoda Incident and its poa- 
sible consequences than it is with the imml- 
ment danger of trouble at home. 

Notwithstanding Premier Brisson’'s 
dent determination to suppress any revolu- 
tlonary movement has had a restraining 
effect on the turbulent classes, the strike 
continues to spread. Lpward of 50,000gmen, 
it is estimated, will be out to-day. The eclty 
presents the appearance of being in a state 
of siewe, It is being patrolled everywhere by 
small bodies of cavairy. The troops not on 
duty are confined to barracks. Arrange- 
ments have been made with the railway 
companies by which a large military force 
can be apeediiv traneported to Paris on the 
telegraphic order of the authorities.

MacConnell, a ladies’ tailor, living 
Jefferson avenue and Olive 
street, was brutally assaulted on a Lindell 
street car at 1 o'clock Tuesday by a hand- 
somely dressed man, supposed to be W. P. 
Tompkins. 

The man was arrested after he had 
knocked the lady down and tried to kick 
her, and is locked up et the Four Courts. 

The assault caused the greatest excite- 
ment on the crowded car, and the man’s 
life would have been endangered but for 
the prompt arrival of the police. 

Mme. MacConnell had offices in the Co- 
lumbla Building and at 719-721 Vandeventer 
avenue. 

About 1 o’clock she boarded a Lindell car 
at Kighth and Washington avenue. The 
car was well filled, and she was. compelled 
to sit beside a man. He was well dressed 
and had the appearance of a thorough gen- 
tleman. Mme. MacConnell noticed, how- 
ever, that he had been drinking. 

At Thirteenth street, without warning or 
without having exchanged a word with 
Madame MacConnell, the man stood up and 
dealt her a terrific blow In the face. 

She fell from her seat to the floor. The 
man, his face distorted by rage, sprang 
into the aisle and attempted to kick her, 

At the first blow several male passengers 
sprang forward a@J grappled with the man, 
preventing him from kicking. 

The women passengers screamed and 
rushed to leave the car, fearing a riot. 

Madame MacConnell lay upon the 
floor, stunned by the blow, blood flowing 
from her nose and from an ugly abrasion 
caused by the man’s fist. 

The men who grabbed the assailant were 
angered to a high pitch by his unprovoked 
assault upon a woman and several of them 
cried out that he should be lynched.

EDITOR BYARS RETIRED. 


No Longer at the Head of the Missis- 
sippi Valley Democrat.

Mr. William V. Byars is no longer the 
editor of the Mississippi Valley Democrat 
and Journal of Agriculture. 

Just why he has retired from the edito- 
rial chair of the paper is not quite clear 
from the brief statements made by Mr. N. 
LD. Thompson, President of the company, 
who said: 

“J do not care to enter into any details. 
Mr. Byars did not own a dollar’s worth of 
stock in the Democrat, and as he was not 
dcing to suit us, we severed our business 
relations.”’ 

It is eaid among politicians that Mr. 
Byars was displeased with that portion of 
the State platform concerning territorial 
expansion, and that he attributed the par- 
agraph to the machinations of ex-Gov. 
Stone, and not to the sentiment of Missou- 
ri Democracy. His dissatisfaction was ap- 
parent in the columns of his paper, and ex- 
Gov. Stone is a large stockholder. 

Mr. Byars says he wishes it understood 
that he was discharged outright, solely be- 
cause of his policy of advocating as the 
main issue the free coinage of silver. 

He says he was employed to conduct the 
Journal and Democrat as a 16 to 1 free 
silver paper, and consistently followed that 
policy until discharged, and that his dis- 
charge followed his attempt, in line with 
sRAL  PONCY, to publish a free silver edi- 
Loréai. 


HIGHEST MOUNTAIN PEAK. 


Discovery in Alaska Made by the'| 


Eldredge Party. 

SEATTLE, Wash., Oct. 11.—The G. H. 
Eldredge Geological Survey Party, which 
has just returned from the Cook's Inlet 
country, is declared to have discovered the 
highest mountain in North America. The 
peak, which towers far above Mount 8t. 
Milas, is situated in Alaska to the right of 
the fushitna River The Government to- 
pographer took triangulations of the ele- 
vations, ascertaining by scientific calecula- 
tion the exact height of the peak, which he 
deciared to be more than 2,000 feet.

The name “‘Sumner”’ was inscribed on the 
silverware. With these were a small jim- 
my, a eg and a plece of candle. The 
silverware had been stolen in Hartford. 

Travis admitted, so Capt. McCluskey said, 
that he had been a burglar for ten yeers, 
but declared he had never committed a rob- 
bery in New York City. 

When the trunks at Travis’ home were 
opened and their contents spread on tables 
they looked like a jeweler’s salesroom ex- 
hibit. All sorts of solid silver things were 
there, from _ tiny vinlagrettes to heavy 
trays and thick soup ladles. There were 
nine silk umbrellas and a dozen empty 
pocketbooks There 
eugar bowl and a fine, thick old silver sal- 
ver, either Dutch or English work of the 
Style of 100 years ago. A silver watch made 
by Charles Jacot of Locle, Switzerland, 
bore the number 158,982. It looked lke an 
heirloom. So dfd a silver watch, No. 23,980, 
made by Tobias & Co. of London.

New Facts in the Saxton 
Tragedy at Canton. 


MRS. GEORGE SUFFERED 
MANY HUMILIATIONS, 


PERSECUTED BY THE MAN SHB Is 
NOW ACCUSED OF 
KILLING. 


LITTLE DIRECT EVIDENCE 
BROUGHT AGAINST HER. 


The Prisoner Is Described as a Beauti- 
ful Woman and With Rare Self- 
Possession Refuses to Oren 
Her Lips on the Crime. 


CANTON, O., Oct. 11.—In all probability 
a special grand jury will be-called to take 
up the case of Mrs. Anna C. George, ac- 
cused of killing George D. Saxton, Presi- 
dent McKinley's brother-in-law. But she 
may not be indicted. 

The circumstances of

The tragedy was far from unexpected. This 
has been particularly true since Wednesday 
last, when the $30,000 damage suit brought 
by her former husband, Sample C. Geo > 
for alienating her affections, was settled 
out of court, 

The terms of settlement were the pay- 
ment of $1850 by Saxton to George, and 
the withdrawal of the suit. This was a 
very bitter pill for Mrs. egy or Her home 
had been broken up. Her life had been 
ruined. She had been cast off as if she 
were a toy which had lost its charms of 
amusement. She, too, had brought a dam- 
age suit against Saxton. It was for $50,- 
000, on the ground of breach of promise to 
mar her. It develops that Saxton in- 
duced Mrs. George, by promises of a re- 
newal of fidelity, to withdraw her suit and 
to agree not to testify m favor of her 
former husband in the action brought by 
him. Saxton did not keep his word. 

It was the knowledge of her husband's 
profit out of the downfall, through the du- 
plicity of Saxton, that is supposed by 
those who believe her guilty, to have 
formed the last link in the leng chain of 
alleged injustice resulting in the tragedy. 
Hundreds of citizens say that ever since 
they heard on Wednesday of the settle- 
ment of her former husband's sult, they mo- 
mentarily expected that she would take 
Saxton’'s life. Saxton was repeatedly 
warned by his friends, but labored under 
the delusion that she would never have the 
courage to commit such a crime. 


Some months ago Mrs. George was ar- 
rested here by the United States author- 
ities on a charge of sending a threatening 
letter through the mails. The warrant for 
her arrest was issued at the instance of 
Saxton, who claimed he had received such 
epistles from her. It is alleged that an op- 
portunity for the arrest wag seized when 
her attorney was out of the city, and that 
she was unduly hastened to Massillon for 
trial before a United States Commissioner, 


Although she was given little or no Op- 


person whom every one believes to be 


guilty stands without a scintilla of redlily 
incriminating evidence against her. It is 
known that the prosecution, while reason- 
ably certain that none other than Mrs. 
Anna C,. George fired the fatal shots, has 
nothing save the most indirect circumstan- 


tial evidenee against her. The woman her- 
self appears to be the only one on the face 
of the earth who can throw additional 
light upon the case, and her lips are as a 
sealed book. .Were not the _ troubles 


the tragedy such as to suggest some tragic 
outcome it seems doubtful that she could 
be held to the grand jury. 

The difficulty of making out a case 
against Mrs. George is intensified by the 
fact that she has never opened her lips with 
regard to the tragedy s.nce it transpired, 
and when the examination takes place she 
cannot be required to take the witnees stand 
herself. This leaves the prosecution de- 
pending upon the few circumstances which 
indicate that she was the slayer of Saxton. 
Were Mrs. George about to attire herself in 
eilvery veil and orange blossoms, to be led 
to the altar by George Saxton, she would 
doubtless manifest more exc.tement than 
she betrays in her lonely cell at the County 
Jail. She is cool, calm and collected. Never, 
at any time, even when she was placed un- 
der arrest, has a tremor been apparent in 
her demeanor. She is indeed a paragon of 
self-possession. No one save her attorneys 
js allowed to visit her, and it is to them 
only that she epeaks of the tragedy. To 
the jail officials she says not a word con- 
cern.ng it.

MURDERS ALL DONE 
IN THE SAME WAY. 


IN EACH CASE A TOWEL WAS 
KNOTTED ABOUT THE WO- 
MAN’S NECK. 


THREE CRIMES COMMITTED 
FOUR YEARS AGO. 


The Arrest of G. E. Randall for the 
Killing of Mrs. Vuight May Solve 


the Mystery of the Hor- 
rible Deeds. 


DPNVER, Oct. 11.—It is probable that at 
last the Denver Strangler has been caught. 
G. E. Randall, suspected of the murder of 
Mrs. Julius Voght, is believed to be the 
man who strangled three other women in 
this city. 

The victims of the strangler four years 
ago were Lena Tapper, Maria Contassoit 
and Kika Oyama, all living on Market 
street. Detectives who warked on the 
cases then have examined the conditions 
and methods in the present case, and 
found the similarity startling. The marks 
of the strangler’s finger nails, the position 
of the knot in the towel about the neck of 


the victim and the bruises‘ and disfigure- 
ment of the body make it almost certain 
that the four murders were by the same 
hand. 

Mrs. Voght was, in a way, connected 
with the other murders, although this con- 
nection was slight. She was the medium 
who went into a trance and seid the spir- 
its revealed to her the name and the de- 
scription of the man who had committed 
the murders. 

Another strong feature of this strang- 
ling ganglia of facts is that not long after 
the Market street murders, stranglings ex- 
actly similar in character occurred in San 
Francisco. There lewd women, too, were 
the victims. In Denver the women killed 
were two white women and a Japanese; in 
San Francisco, one white woman and a 
Japanese, Now, strange to relate, there was 
another strangling in San Francisco three 
months ago. The same methods were adopt- 
ed in each and every case. The last woman 
strangled in San Francisco was found lying 
on a bed in the room of a lodging house at 
Sixth and Mission streets with a towel 
knotted tightly about her neck, dead. The 
murderer has not been apprehended. 

The police believe that the murderer was 
in the room waiting for her to return, and 
when she came in and removed her wrap 
and hat he sprang upon her from behind, 
with the towel in his hand, and pulled it 
around her neck until he choked her to the 
floor. Then he could have got on her should. 
ers with his knees and have drawn the towel 
as tight as he could draw it and have tied 
the knot to avoid the possibility of her com- 
ine back to life after he left her. 

The only difference in the strangling of 
Mrs. Voght and the strangling of the other 
women was the knot and the position of the 
knot. The towel was tied ina “hard” knot 
at the back of the neck in the last mur- 
der, while in the other cases the knot was 
tied in a slipknot fust in front of the neck. 
In each case the towel was twisted into a 
rope and then tied. 

The strangling of Mrs. Voght recalls 
three of the most bloodthirsty and brutal 
murders that were ever committed in this 
city. On Sept. 3, 1894, the lifeless body of 
Lena Tapper, a Market streeet woman, 
was found at 1911 Market street, where she 
lived. A towel tied tightly around her neck 
caused Ner death. 

On Oct. 28 of the same year Maria Con- 
tassoit, a young French girl, was murdered 
in the same manner at 1925 Market street. 

Nov. 13 Kika Oyama, a Japanese girl, 
was murdered in the sam at her 
house. 1957 Market street. These mummers 
cy ated the wi dest excitement on Market 
sxreet. and the block from Nineteenth to 
Twentieth is still called “Strangler’s Row.” 

Many arrests were made for these mur- 
ders, and Richard Demady, a French 
macquereaux, was tried for the murder of 
Lena Tapper, but was acquitted.

EARNEST CONSULTATION WITH 
THE BOARD OF PUBLIC 
IMPROVEMENTS. 


CONGRESSMEN URGED 
TO SECURE INTERFERENCE. 


Citizens Thoroughly Convinced That 
the City’s Water Supply Wil! Be 
Destroyed by the Drainago 
From Chicago. 


Ww. H. Whittemore, H. H. Wernse and 
Festus J. Wade, a committee representing 
the Merchents’ Exchange, called on Mayor. 
Ziegenhein Tuesday morning and aeked for 
a conference with him, Water Commission- 
er Holman, Sewer Commissioner Colby, 
President McMath of the Board of Public 
Improvements and Health Commissioner 


Starkloff on the proper course to pursue 
regarding the Chicago drainage canal, 
which in a few months will commence to 
dump the entire sewage of Chicago into 
the Krissiasipp! River. 
committee wanted expert opinions 
Mr. McMath, Mr. Holman, Mr. Colby 
and Dr. Starkloff on the effect of the Chi- 
cago sewage upon the water supply of St. 
Louis and consequently upon the health of 
St. Loulsans. 

"hey wanted to know just 
sewage will come through the canal] into 
the Mississippi, and to discuss the advis- 
ability of protesting to Congress or 4&p- 
pealing to the Federal court to prevent 
(hicago from operating the canal to the 
detriment of St. Louis. 

The Board of Health Monday afternoon 
adopted a resolution asking Congressman 
Bartholdt to introduce in Congress his bill 
to stop the Chicago method of getting rid 
of its sewage. The three medical members 
of the board, Doctors Starkloff, Heyghes 
and Merrill, agreed that the effect or the 
operation of the canal would be to pollute 
the water supply of St. Louis. 

The drainage canal runs from Chicago to 
Joliet and then joins a branch of the IIli- 
nois River. It finds its way thence to the 
Mississippi 90 miles above St. Louis. It is 
estimated by engineers that the emptying 
of the Chicago sewage mixed with Mich- 
i@an lake water willl raise the Mississippi 
River below 
three to seven feet, and that millions of 
gallons of the nasty stuff will be emptied 
into the Mississippi every hour. 

The drainage canal has cost 
dollars. It is wide and deep enough to ad- 
mit the largest lake steamers. It has been 
sO arranged that the Chicago River, in- 
stead of flowing into the lake, wil] flow 
back into the canal, thus making an outlet 
for the lake. 

The committee seemed rather to expect 
they would take the city officials by sur- 
prise, and would find they knéw not much 
about Chicago drainage and its effect 
upon St. Louis and other towns along the 
Illinois river. They were mistaken. 
officials had figures and facts at 
tongues’ ends. 

Mr. H. H. Wernse, it developed, was the 
father of this movement. During his trav- 
els last summer he met some honest Chi- 
cagoans who called his attention to the tn- 
terest St. Louis might have in the opera- 
tion of the drainage canal. Upon his 
turn, he reported the matter to the ¢@rec- 
tors of the Merchants’ Exchange and the 
committee was appointed. 

Messrs. McMath, Holman, Colby and Dr 
Starkloff were fully aware of the situation. 
They told the committee that when permis- 
sien was granted to Chicago to build the 
canal certain conditions were imposed for 
the protection of Illinois towns on the IIIi- 
nole River. The chief of these 
was that the canal should be large enoug!; 
to allow the flow of 2.000 cubic feet of water 
from Lake Michigan a minute for each 1. 
00) inhabitants of the territory drained. At 
the present population of Chicago the lake 
water required is 400,000 cubic feet a minute. 
aside from the sewage. The St. Louis offi- 
clals stated that the canal was large enough 
to accommodate only 300.000 cubic feet a 
minute, and that there is grave doubt of it 
being possible to pass that amount through 
the small channel of the Chicago River. 

Chicago is now attempting to evade thi« 

obligation, and will appeal to the Illinois 
Legislature to modify the conditions It 
was decided that even should the 
tions be fulfilled, there might be ill effectg 
to other cities, and that the 
ernment its the proper one to appeal te for 
relief. 
After thoroughly canvassing the situation 
it was decided that the committee would 
recoinmend the appointment of a commis- 
sion of business men by the Mavor to 
further investigate with the assistance of 
the Board of Publie Imnrove ments, and to 
enlist the aid of Llinois towns, such as 
Peoria, Joliet and Pekin, in the movement 
for protection.

A FAILURE. 


SEVERAL DAYS WITHOUT FOOD. 


Rough Experience cf a Lad Who Had 
Determined to Get Away From a 
Public Institution. 


Fred Burkhardt, a refugee from the 


House of Refuge, surrendered to the po-| 
lice Monday night after a hard fight and | 


fcur nights In the woods hiding and almost 
starved to death. 

In some mysterious way Burkhardt es- 
caped fram the House of Refuge last 


Wednesdty, and, without having made any 
Plans, without money or clothes, he 
Started to get as far away from 
the institution as possible. He went west- 
ward along the most unfrequented roads he 
could find until he came to timber, where 
he hid until he got over his first fright. 

Hunger soon drove him from his hiding 
place and he was compelled to b scraps 
of food from the houses in the vicinity. 

He stood it until Monday night, when he 
resolved to go into the city and take 
chances there, and, if possible, get to East 
St. Louls, where he had two aunts. 

He crawled onto a pile of crates on the 
wagon of a passing farmer and rode some 
distance before he was discovered. The 
farmer waited until he met a mounted po- 
liceman near King’s highway end Delmar 
avenue and had the boy arrested. 

Burkhardt was too weak to do much, 
but when he saw the policeman he fought 
and bit as well as he could. He was soon 
tired out and then handcuffs were put on 
him and he was taken to the City 
Hospita], where he devoured the food give?

Americans Will Take Full Possession 
of the Island on Dec. 1. 


11.—The American 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 
commissioners have notified the Spanish 
authorities in Havana that the United 
States will assume entire control, military 
and governmental, of the Island of Cuba, 
Dec. 1.

FIRE WAS _ INSIGNIFICANT. 


Everybody Had Ample Time to Dress 
and Rerch the Lobby Floor 
Without Excitement. 


Guests and employes at the Terminal 
Hotel displayed great presence of mind 
early Tu@sday morning when they were en- 
dangered by fire. 

The scenes at the Imperial Hotel fire 
eome weeks ago, when guests rushed down 
to the lobby in their night clothes, were

not duplicated, although the provocation 
was fully as great. 

That there was not a panic was due large- 
ly to the coolness of Clerk Noble, who noti- 

ed the guests of the existence of the fire 
in such a way aé6 to prevent any unneces- 
sary excitement or haste in getting out of 
their rooms. 

The fire started in the partition which 
separates the Terminal Restaurant from the 
hotel, and was caused by the heat of the 
kitchen range. Owing to the slow combus- 
tion construction, it smoldered without 
flame for fully an hour before it was dis-

covered. Then the presence of fire was 
revealed by the smell] of smoke which per- 
vaded the hotel. . 

Clerk Noble was roused and took charge 
of the situation. He had an alarm turned 
in. and then set about locating the fire. 
After a search of almost an hour he found 
it in the partition and floor ander the range. 
It had not burned through, but volumes 
of smoke were pouring into the hotel on the 
west and the bar beneath. 

Confident that there wes no immediate 
danger, but realizing the wisdom of pre- 
paring the guests, Mr. Noble sent bellboys 
through the hotel with instructions to 
awaken the guests as quietly as poesible

He himself went to the rooms of the fe- 
male guests, nearly all of which are lo- } 
cated on the parlor floor. 

As a result of this calm method of dealing 
with the situation, none of the guests were 
alarmed to the point of panic, A,l took time 
to dress and pack their beiongings. In haif 
an hour they were all congregated in the 
hotel lobby on the parlor fioor, fully 
dressed and in caim mood. The coolness 

of Mr. Noble and the other employes was 
infectious. Many of the men among the 
guests went downstairs to the bar to see 
the fire and watch the firemen put it out. 

The department had responded to the 
alarm promptly, but found very little use 
for water. The plastering and lathes of the 
partition and ceiling were chopped open, 
exposing a slow, smoldering fire which was 
principally smoke. It was extinguished 
without difficulty and with no damaging 
flood of water. 

The damage does not exceed $200. 

After the fire had been extinguished the 
guests were notified that all danger was 
over and they went back to bed. 

Clerk Noble was a tired but satisfied man 
Tuesday morning. 

Several of the guests were seen and ex- 
pressed great satisfaction with the way 
they had been saved from the excitment 
and danger of a panic.
